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1 . An amendment (Paper No 7) has been filed on November 1 8, 2002. 

2. Now Claims being examined are 1-8, 12-17. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-8 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Maruyama et al (EP 72881 1). 

This rejection is set forth in prior Office action, Paper No 6, item 4. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed November 18, 2002 (Paper No 7) have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue (Page 5) that graft copolymer of Maruyama is prepared by emulsion 
Polymerization as seen from examples. This is not persuasive since examples are illustrative (not 
limitative) of the disclosed invention. 

Regarding applicants' argument (Page 6) about average particle diameter of Maruyama 
being 010 to 150 \im, it is seen that range of size of diameter of Maruyama overlaps the claimed 
one .via 0'5 to 5 0 ^m. 

Applicants 5 argument based on improved properties of their composition is not 
persuasive since none of above claims encompasses those limitations 

6. Rejection of claims 1-8,12 and 13 as being anticipated by Maruyama et al (EP 72881 1) 
(item 6 of prior office action) is now withdraw following recent amendment of claim 1
